Thousands 
of Airbnb’s 


S.F. hosts 
drop out

Thousands of San Francisco hosts on 
Airbnb and rival home-stay sites have 
stopped renting their homes and rooms to 
tourists. Many others are scrambling to 
register their vacation rentals with the city 
as a Tuesday deadline looms for Airbnb 
and HomeAway to kick off unregistered 
hosts. 

“Ifyou look at the sites, you'll notice a 
substantial reduction in the number of list- 
ings,” said Kevin Guy, director of the San 
Francisco Office of Short-Term Rental Ad- 
ministration and Enforcement. 

The rush to register is the result of an 
agreement between the city and the sites, 
which had fought San Francisco’s efforts to 
strengthen registration requirements and 
rental limitations imposed in 2015.
